Tuesday morning, despite the 
soaking i tin on Sunday, found 
one oi our most progressive and 
successful farmers, irrigating on 
hay land. Likely his smart nei¬ 
ghbors thought, well, he is cer¬ 
tainly foolish to be irrigating 
so soon aftci the rain. So did 
we. But, he was irrigating hay 
hand which takes a lot of water, 
and w ill aborb a great deal with 
out any d image to the crop and 
so this man “was preparing in 
times of peace for times of war." 
In othei words, right now there 
is plenty ol wider; when the 
ground gets dry and watei is 
scarce, everyone wynts it, no 
one can get it. While thare is 
an abundance ot watei, and the 
summerfallow and hay will take 
;\11 ot it, why not use it? We p »v 
for it any way. 

Isn't this the story with a 
great many of oiu resources 4 We 
don’t even take the oportunity 
when it is presented to us, and 
worse still, v e laugh at the peo¬ 
ple who do. The tact that some 
farmers are making headway 
and sowing profits each year, 
despite what we like to term 
depression years, should be ev¬ 
idence to the sober-minded and 
thoughtful that this is a district 
of opportunities, and that those 
who make use of theii chances 
will get along alright. The in¬ 
cident mentioned above pie.es 
the point. Possibly one in a 
hundred or possibly a thousand 
who would take the trouble and 
have the foresight to shoulder 
a shovel after such a fine rain 
.is we had on Sunday, 
gate summerfallow and hay land 
that could > ust a well bo irri¬ 
gated now when there is plenty 
of moisture, as to wait iintd a 
shortage of water occurred, 
and vegetation was dying from 
drouth. 

There is a good lesson to be 
drawn from such incidents for 
all ol us. We are all prone to 
procrastinate and to wait as long 
as possible for Nature to do the 
work for us that we could very 
easily do for ourselves. Prob¬ 
ably when we awake and take 
Opportunity by the forelock in¬ 
stead of trying to catch him af¬ 
ter he has passed by, we will 
show the steady progress and 
stability that such a district as 
ours should show.

NEWS NOTES 


By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director “Crop Testing Plan' 

“To save the Frank farmer; 
from losing some sixty milliion 
dollars worth of wheat in rust 
years.” 

Such was the problem set for 
the Rust Research Laboratory 
which was established at Winn¬ 
ipeg with resolution and earn¬ 
estness in 1925. 

Well equipped, and well-stall¬ 
ed with competent scientists, 
plant physiologists, pathologists, 
geneticists, plant breeders and 
statisticians, the Laboratory 
started to work with energy and 
vision, rhe nature of the rust 
spore itself was studied. It was 
found that the spores consisted 
of many families and strains, 
which a fleeted different varieties 
of wheat each to a greater 01 
lesser degree. 

Soon the barberries in the 
west were eradicated yet the 
rust pores still appear. Now » 
was found these were air-borne, 
coming from the United Stale . 
Perhaps from as far south as 
Mexico. 

Finally, out of all the work, 
several new varieties of rust res 
istant wheats were developed. 
They are still being tested for 
milling and baking quality, yield 
stiffness of straw, earliness and 
resistance to plant diseases; it 
is hoped, too, they will be res¬ 
istant to all known forms of 
rust.

BARLEY 

practically all of the land in¬ 
tended for crop this season will 
be seeded by the end of May. 
On some farms, however, par¬ 
ticularly in the irrigated area, 
late seeding of coarse grains 
will probably continue up until 
the middle of June or possibly a 
little later. This delayed seed¬ 
ing permits giving the land one 
or two cultivations aftejr the 
weeds come up and is practised 
in many cases as a means of 
weed control. Even if the land 
is only partially cleaned by this 
method, a fairly profitable crop 
of grain may he harvested. 

When the crop is sown so late 
that there is a strong likelihood 
that it may have to lie harvest¬ 
ed as green feed, oats is the 
best crop to choose, although 
smooth awned varieties ol bar¬ 
ley such as Newal or Regal, or 
hooded varieties such as Colsess 
or White Ilulless are very sat¬ 
isfactory one for greenfeed 
puroses. Where barley is sown 


sufficiently early to ripen and is 
intended foi feed purposes, Trebj 
is the best variety to choose for 
irrigated land and for most of 
the dry land area ol southern 
Alberta. It bias outyiclded other 
varieties tested at the Leth¬ 
bridge Experimenta Station by 
a considerable margin. Barley 
seeded after June 10th is very 
apt to be injured by frost before 
ripening. 

Barley is seldom seeded on th ' 
best land of the farm or given 
conditions suitable for making 
maximum yields. Most farme.s 
pav much less attention to the 
variety or quality of seed us:d 
for their barley crop than they 
do for their wheat crop. The 
barley crop usually gets last 
consideration again at the time 
of irrigating and in fact thru- 
out the full season so that low 
yields ol barley are generaIIv 
exneeted and also generally 
obtained 

It is worth while noting that 
under present conditions in the 
district barley can be grown 
just about as profitably as one 
can grow wheat.

If a general election is called 
in Alberta this year, canidates 
probably will be confronted by 
strong demands from farmers 
that the government should un- 
dertake an extensive program 
of hard surfaced highways. 

Just as in the 1935 election, 
candidates will be asked to state 
definitely where they stand on 
the need of hard surfacing the 
highways to attract a greater 
volume of tourist traffic. 

Farmers are commencing to 
realize that motor tourists mean 
a tremendous increase of buyers 
of farm produce. That is a cash 
msiness. It comes right to the 
farmer’s door or to his commun¬ 
ity, so he benefits directly or in¬ 
directly, as the market for his 
produce is improved. 

A. B. Mackay, chairman of 
the western division of the Can 
adian Automobile Association, 
with whicli the Aloerta Motor 
Association is affiliate J, declares 
that farmers should “nail candi¬ 
dates to the cross” on the quest¬ 
ion of hard surfacing roads so 
that it will be possible to cash 
in on this business. 

Return to the legislature of 
members pledged to greater ex¬ 
penditures on road surfacing 
would be a boon to all parts of 
the province, it is contended. 

Farmers are looking for some 
thing that will prve theii salvat¬ 
ion. In a province where ivarious 
crop hazards have to be faced 
each year, the ready market 
available in supplying farm pro¬ 
duce to tourists cannot be over¬ 
looked. It is a way to bring in 
prosperous times . 

If there is an election, cand¬ 
idates sould be pledged on this 
question. Now is the time for 
action in this province if a luc¬ 
rative trade is to be developed.
